"Un- 
der the new .bill the Postmaster Gen- 
eral is required to consider national 
defense and Maritime interests of the 
United States as well as the postal 
interests in providing for transporta- 
tion of American ocean mails. The 
purpose of this amendment is to free 
the United 'States from dependence 
upon the British, German and French 
auxiliary cruisers for its ocean mail 
service and to substitute a purely Am- 
erican system.

It can 
be said that at this time the prospect 
is very strong that the treaty will be 
ratified, and it now looks #s if this 
result would be secured after compar- 
atively little dslay. There will be some 
debate and some features of the doc- 
ument will be criticised as undesir- 
able.

Bacon in the committee on foreign re- 
lations at its meeting on Friday last. 
No senator thus far, however, has 
' shown a disposition to carry his objec- 
tions to the point of ultimate eirort to 
defeat ratification.

Silver is Not Popular in the Philip- 


pines—A Further Slash in Ratio 


is Imminent. 


Manila, Dec. 9.—The Philippine com- 


mission has passed an act authorising 
the insular purchasing agent to draw 
money in gold for the payment ot sup- 
plies purchased, as the merchants re- 
fuse to sell goods for Mexican silver. 
A general foiling of uneasiness pre- 
vails among the L-isiness men cf Ma- 
nilla from the unofficial announcement 
that, beginning Jan. 1, the United 
States Philippine commission intends 
to reduce, by the difference of the fall 
in the price of silver, the present ratio 
of two Mexican -dollars for the one 
.gold dollar. It is hoped, however, that 
some solution of the difficulty may be 
found which will obviate this necessi- 
ty, as for instance, the taxing of each 
saver dollar imported, into the Islands 
by the difference between its actual 
bullion price and 50 cents in gold, un- 
til such time as the United States con- 
gress gives authority for the issuance 
of a Philippine currency.
